MAKKAH, July 13 (SPA) — The Council 
of Ministers, meeting under King Fahd dis- 
cussed the situation in Lebanon and the full 
dimensions of the Israeli invasion of the 
country, at its regular meeting here Monday 
night. 

, Information Minister Dr. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani told reporters that King Fahd 
informed the council about his message to 
President Reagan and the later’s reply to it 
“‘which gave rise to a degree of optimism.” 
King Fahd said his government was continu- 
ing its efforts to persuade the U.S. to work 
harder to stop the inhuman massacres being 
perpetrated by the Zionists and to circum- 
vent the catastrophe which aims at liquidat- 


The King said that Israel planned to finish 
off the Palestinians but this will never succeed 
because the Palestinians have a just and 
legitimate cause which cannot be stifled. The 
justice of their cause has been recognized 
worldwide, he added. 


The King appealed for a unified Arab 
stand specially in these delicate circums- 
tances and at the dangerous juncture which 
ought to be fully appreciated. This is not the 
item for slanging matches and mutual 
recriminations, he said. 


Dr. Yamani said the council also reviewed 
the work of the GCC foreign ministers con- 
ference in Taif and the Teport by Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani, minister of petroleum and mineral 
affairs about the recent OPEC meeting in 
Vienna recently.

TAIF, July 13 (SPA) — The six-nation 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) has 
strongly condemned the United States for 
vetocing a U.N. resolutiun that would 
have taken deterrent measures against 
Israel for its invasion of Lebanon. 

In a statement at the end of a two-day 
meeting here Tuesday morning, the fore- 
ign ministers said the veto was a violation 
of the principles of the U.N. Charier and 
the legitimaie rights of the Arabs.

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Wants strong Arab ties 

to Is 
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ROTTERDAM, July 13 (Agencies) - 
Crude oil prices arc expected to fall further 
3fter the failure by an OPEC conference over 
the weekend to agree on a new formula to 
curb production to bolster prices, oil traders 
have said. 

The traders at the center of the spot market 
for crude oilin' Western Europe said disag- 
reements at the conference of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEL) revealed the disarray among its 13 
ministers, but did not herald its collapse. 
OPEC ended the meeting with sharp divi- 
sions over what levels each country should be 
entitled to produce in their effort to prevent 
prices from becoming weaker. 

Delegates said the basic dispute was bet- 
ween Iran, which wants a bigger share of the 
market, and other members who rejected a 
cut-back demand. Spot market prices, which 
remained near last week's levels, were set to 
fall as traders said they awaited signs of price 
cut which some believe could total $2 a bar- 
rel. 

In spot deals arranged fox delivery of 
tanker loads of crude, traders reported prices 
slipped $3 below the 1982 peak of $34.25 a 
barrel. Most traders believe that Saudi 
Arabia will stick to its official price of $34 a 
barrel. 

The Traders also were worried that Iran, 
which has ignored an official quota of 1-2 
million barrels a day and is pumping more 
than two million to help pay for its war with 
Iraq, will lead to others following suit, caus- 
ing a new surge in supplies available on the 
market at a time when demand is slack. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, a leading U.S. 
expert on energy and foreign affairs sharply 
attacked the Reagan administration's energy 
.policies and predicted another severe world 
oil crisis before 1990. ’ .

; WASHINGTON, July 1 3 (AP> — Gebrge 
P. Shultz told the U.S. Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee T nesday that if confirmed as 
secretary of state, he' will seek stronger ties 
with Arab states but maintain the U.S. com- 
mitment to the security of Israel. 

Shultz said he will sever all connections 
with the Bechtel Group Inc., a worldwide 
‘engineering firm with large Arab contracts. 

In an opening statement at a hearing on his 
nomination to succeed Alexander M. Haig, 
who resigned over unexplained policy differ- 
ences within President Ronald Reagan's 
administration, Shultz also pledged to work 
with Israel toward a comprehensive Middle 
East peace. He said representatives of the 
Palestinian people should be involved in the 
negotiations. 

. Before he discussed foreign policy issues at 
the hearing, Shultz, who was treasury secret- 
ary and secretary of labor in former President 
Richard Nixon’s administration, told the 
committee : 

“ During the last few days, a number of 
Senators have asked me to address myself to 
the question of my relationship to Bechtel 
should I be Secretary of state. To those

questions^ I see only one possible answer : 
None.” 

Shultz said he had submitted his resigna- 
tion effective when he is confirmed, as presi- 
dent of Bechtel and an officer of some of its 
subsidiaries. He is also selling his Bechtel 
stock and said he would disqualify himself 
from any decision affecting the worldwide 
engineering firm. “ I feel privileged to have 
played a part in Bechtel's activities, ” he told 
the committee. 

Turning to the turmoil touched off by the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon, Shultz said it 
made clear that “ the legitimate needs and 
problems - of the Palestinian people must be 
addressed and resolved — urgently and in all 
their dimensions. '' 

41 The challenge of the negotiations in 
which the United States is, and during my 
tenure, will remain, a full partner, is to trans- 


form that hope into reality, ” he said. “ For 
these talks to succeed, representatives of the 
Palestinians themselves must participate in 
the negotiating process. The basis must also

U.N. urges Iran-Iraq truce 


11 states heed 
summit appeal 


-TUNIS,- Tuly 13 (AP) — Eleven Arab 
states have responded favorably to President 
Habib Bourguiba's call. for an urgent summit 
meeting to be held in Tunisia* to discuss the 
crisis in Lebanon, officials said Tuesday. 

The Tunisian president, sent a message to 
all Arab beads of state last week seeking the 
summit, which he wants to be held in his 
native town of Monastir. Officials said favor- 
able responses were awaited from at least 
three more countries in order to have the 
necessary two-thirds quorum. 

Apart from Tunisia, agreement has been 
received fromLibya,. Morocco Syria, the two 
Yemens, Mauritania, Kuwait, Algeria, the 
United Arab Emirates and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization. 


UNITED NATIONS. July 13 (Agencies) 
— The Security Council called Monday night 
for a ceasefire in the 22- month-old war bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq, an immediate end to all 
military operations and withdrawal of forces 
to internationally-recognized boundaries. 

In its unanimous resolution, the council 
also decided to send U.N. observers to ‘ ver- 
ify, confirm and supervise the ceasefire and 
withdrawal.” 

The resolution was adopted by the 15- 
nation council as Iran appeared on the veTge 
of carrying the war into Iraqi territory after a 
recent series of battlefield victories. Iran is 
expected to ignore the resolution, and council 
members said privately that without Iran's 
cooperation, it would be virtually impossible 
for U.N. observers to function. 

Iran’s permanent U.N. representative , 
Ambassador Said Rajaie Khorassani, made 


no request to take part in the council meeting, 
which lasted about 40 minutes. He told a 
news conference Iasi Friday that Iran's gov- 
ernment opposed any U.N. involvement in 
the conflict. He said that would amount to 
aiding Iraq in the border dispute between the 
two Gulf states. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoun Hammadi 
told tiie council that Iran had rejected or 
obstructed repeated peacemaking efforts, 
including those by leading figures from out- 
side the area. He denied that Iraq was hostile 
to the Iranian regime. On the contrary he 
said, Iraq welcomed its establishment and 
had tried (o have normal relations with it. 

Numerous acts of hostility from the Iranian 
side culminated in the current conflict, but 
Iraq continued to pursue the search for 
peace, Hammadi said."" We should all strive

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PARIS, July 13 (R) — Jacques Chirac, 
mayor of Paris and a former French prime 
minister, is carefully remoulding his image to 
try to achieve his bunting ambition of becom- 
ing the country’s next president 

He may have to bide his time. Barring acci- 
dents. the next presidential poll will not be 
held before 1 988 and Chirac, 49. would have 
to restrain what bis critics call his excitable 
and authoritarian impulses. Dubbed ’’the 
bulldozer” by his political mentor, former 
President Georges Pompidou, Chirac is seek- 
ing to transform the publics conception of 
him from that of an irresistible force to a 
source of immovable strength. 

President Francois Mitterrand, in what 
most commentators say is his first serious 
political error since taking office, has handed 
Chirac a golden opportunity to strengthen his 
claim to be the unchallenged opposition 
leader. Since former President Valery Gis- 
card cFEstaing accused Chirac of “premedi- 
tated treason" in causing his electoral defeat 
last year, relations between the two men have 
been glacial. 

Chirac, who heads the neo-Gaullist RPR 
Party (Rally for the Republic) nationally, has 


used his power base as mayor of the capital to 
reinforce his personal standing abroad. 
Former U.S. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig last month mistakenly named him as 
opposition leader, causing a minor stir in 
France where the fight on the right remains 
unresolved. 

But this dispute has now been submerged 
by what the French press calls 4 *the battle of 
Paris” which has effectively ended an unde- 
clared truce between Chirac and the presi- 
dent.- Mitterrand’s Socialist government 
announced that it would break up the present 
local government structure of Paris as part of 
its decentralization plans. 

It proposed that the city’s mayor would no 
longer be directly elected but chosen by 
new-style mayors of its 20 districts who 
would hold full powers in hi$ place. Political 
commentators were almost unanimous that 
the surprise move was aimed at Chirac who 
said the decision was politically motivated 
and the work of "tricksters.” 

The issue swiftly turned into a party politi- 
cal dogfight ahead of vital city and town hall 
ejections due in March. 1 983. The govem-

JEDDAH. July 13 (SPA ) The Somali gov- 
ernment has called on all Arab and Muslim 
states to condemn the Ethiopian invasion of 
its territory with the support of the Warsaw 
Pact countries. 

In a press statement issued here Tuesday, 
the Somali Embassy said the attack has pene- 
trated a number of regions on the common 
frontiers. So far 200 Ethiopian military per- 
sonnel have been killed for the loss of 24 
Somalis. 

The statement said the Ethiopian forces 
are being supported by Soviet. East German 
and Cuban troops who aim at achieving a new- 
strategic situation in the Horn of Africa. 

According to reports from Nairobi, a Som- 
ali rebel group, in a broadcast from the 
Ethiopian capital of Addis Ababa, claimed 
Tuesday to have captured the Somali border 
towns of Balambale and Galdogob and killed 
310 Somali soldiers. 

Somali President Muhammad Siad Barre 
said late Sunday that Ethiopian and '‘foreign 
interventionist” troops invaded the two 
towns and that fighting continued there. His 
regime has -appealed for American military 
and political assistance. 

The Ethiopian Embassy in Nairobi denied 
its country’s forces invaded Somalia, describ- 
ing the clashes as "purely and simply an 
internal matter” between Somalis. The 
broadcast by the rebel Somali Democratic 
Salvation Front also denied that any forces 
other than its own fighters were involved in 
the attacks. It called on outside powers — an 
apparent reference to the United States and 
its allies — not to interfere in the domestic 
affairs of Somalia. 

During the past four days, the front 
claimed its fighters gained control of Gal- 
dogob by destroying four Somali army units 
and disarming another that surrendered, 
handing over large arywrf? e- i*:,.— «'• • 
2 nd amtiiuiiiticn. Culdogob, oer* •:».*! the 
Ethiopian border and Galeaio. the capital of 
Mudugh region, is about 600 kras in the 
northeast of Mogadishu. 

It went on to say that its fighters shot down 
two Somali MiG- 1 9 jetfighters and destroyed 
two other warplanes on the ground in a sepa- 
rate incident at Gakaio's air installation. 

The broadcast monitored in Nairobi said 
that ihe front now controlled Balambale and 
its vicinity, but did not indicate when the area 
was taken. Balambale is located about 320 
kms northeast of the Somali capital. 
Mogadishu. 

No independent confirmation of the front's 
claim was available in Nairobi. The insurgent 
organization is composed mainly of Marer- 
teen clansmen who held political sway in 
Somalia before the 1 969 military coup which 
brought Siad Barre to power. 

Meanw hile. Somalia ordered its citizens to 
be ready to fight for their country after a 
series of Ethiopian attacks on territory in the 
past 10 days. Hundreds of thousands of 
Somalis chanting “give us guns.” demons- 
trated in the Somali capital Monday. 

President Barre sent a- message to Kenyan 
President Daniel Arap Moi. current chair- 
man of the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) protesting against the incursions.

Wallach said: "The United States is 
increasingly frustrated by the complexities of 
achieving a final PLO withdrawal from 
Lebanon. “ Part of the problem is that Habib 
has had to devote so much time to restoring 
the ceasefire that he has been unable to con- 
centrate on the larger, more important issues. 


•‘ Weinberger Monday showed, signs of 
exasperation with both sides. He told me he 
could not understand why the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization, (PLOj is insisting on 
going overland from Beirut to Damascus, a 
route through the Bekaa Valley that would 
expose them to Israeli gunners for a large part 
of the trip. 


In Washington, a State Department official 
said the United States is weighing the request 
for emergency military assistance from 
Somalia. The department had no comment 
on the aid request Monday night, saying only 
it was "very concerned” by reports of 'fight- 
ing. 


The appeal for aid was disclosed by Somali 
Embassy counselor Ahmad S. Muhammad, 
who told a news conference Monday the 
fighting has claimed more than 1 ,200 casual- 
ties. including 465 dead. He said Somali 
Ambassador Muhammud Haji Nur discussed 
the situation Monday with under secretary of 
state for political affairs Lawrence Eag- 
leburger. 


"Displaying similar impatience with the 
Israelis, Weinberger said they had not agreed 
to withdraw even a centimeter from the 
highway that links Beirut to the Syrian capi- 
taF," Waliach reported. 

"As far as the Americans are concerned, 
they still believe that evacuation by a fleet 
chartered by the International Red Cross is 
the safest and most efficient way out,” the 
correspondent said. 

The report quoted Weinberger as saying 
that "our forces are ready, but it's going to 
take Habib at least another 10 days to com- 
plete the mission." Waliach said that Wein- 
berger added in a veiled warning to the 
Israelis: "Everybody is very worried about 
the possibility of some sort of massacre taking 
place in West Beirut.

July 13 — The Qasim central 
electricity project, for which SO percent of the 
work has been commissioned, will extend 
power to 350 towns and villages in the area, 
officials reported.

13 persons convicted of bribery, forgery

TAIF, July 13 (Agencies) — Support of 
efforts being presently taken by the six-, 
nation Arab League Committee to achieve 
total Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon was 
voiced by the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC). During meetings here Tuesday, GCC 
ministers strongly criticized the United States 
for vetoing a United Nations resolution that 
would have taken deterrent measures against 
Israel for its invasion of Lebanon. 

The statement, said the council members 
were working with “Arab brothers” on reg- 
ional and international levels to achieve the 
withdrawal of Zionist invading troops from 
Lebanon, and come up with a Lebanese- 
Palestinian position that would preserve the 
Palestinian presence and realize reconcilia- 
tion between them. 

It said such an achievement would give the 
opportunity to the Arab nation to deal with 
the various aspects of the Palestinian cause . 
aim ed at reaching a just and comprehensive 
peace ensuring stability in the area away from 
developments that would allow foreign inter- 
vention. 

The statement said the contmugttion of the 
Israeli occupation of Lebanon would lead to 
an explosion of the situation in the region 


' thus endangering world peace. 

Denoun ring the barbaric Zionist invasion 
of Lebanese territories, the six-nation council 
reaffirmed its support to the Lebanese and 
Palestinian peoples. 

“Confronting the Zionist invasion and lift- 
ing the siege of West Beirut and the Palesti- 
nian resistance was an Arab, Islamic and 
international responsibility.” the statement 
said. 

The council called upon the Arab and 
Islamic nations to unify their ranks and 
mobilize their potentials in support of the 
' Lebanese and Palestinian brothers to prevent 
the Zionist entity from implementing its 
schemes in Lebanon. 

The council also reviewed the latest 
developments of die Iraq -Iran war and stres- 
sed h was mam taming its genuine efforts 
through several Islamic, Arab and interna- 
tional channels to reach a settlement that 
would bring an end to the conflict which it 
said only benefits the Zionist entity 'and other 
enemies of Arabs and Muslims. 

It expressed its appreciation to the position 
of Iraq by withdrawing its troops from Ira- 
nian territories to international borders and 
- its readiness to solve the problem through 
diplomatic negotiations.

In Tehran, Iranian Prime Minister Hossein 
Musavi has rejected tbe Security Council 
proposal for U.N. observers to confirm the 
ceasefire. The Iranian radio said Musavi cal- 
led the resolution a “vote of confidence (by) 
the United States and the Soviet Union in 
Saddam Hussein. 

Unsuccessful mediation attempts have 
been made, almost since the war erupted in 
September 1980, by U.N. special emissary 
Olof Palme, a former Swedish prime minister 
and by delegations from the nonaligned 
movement and the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference (OIC) to end the conflict. The 
council also requested all states to refrain 
from actions that could contribute to tbe con- 
tinuation of the conflict. 

In London, diplomats said Monday that 
Iran's army is poised to invade Iraq and only 
the timing of a political decision by Tehran 
may be bolding back tbe attack. The dip- 
lomats, quoting intelligence reports reacbing 
Western capitals, said the Iranians had mas- 
sed “a large number of divisions’' on tbe 
southern Gulf warfront and now threatened 
tbe Iraqi port of Basra. 

Iranian religious and political leaders bave 
been campaigning for tbe past two weeks for 
3D invasion of Iraq to force the government of 
President Saddam Hussein to pay reparations 
for the war.

“We were shocked a; the high propor- 
tion of deaths to injured among the people 
in Beirut." a neural surgeon said. "Deaths 
were far higher, by comparison, for exam- 
ple. with the Vietnam war. especially 
among the very young and old." 

An orthopedic surgeon said the team 
treated "a surprisingly large number of 
small children, aged under 5. who had losi 
limbs. There were also many cases of 
napalm burns." 

The doctors said they worked in 
makeshift clinics in garages and apart- 
ment block basements in West Beirut. 


Palestinian commando forces from the whole 
of Lebanon. 

"We are not leaving Lebanon and will con- 
tinue fighting not only from Lebanon but 
from Syria. Egypt and Jordan, not by taking 
permission from anyone but by forcing our 
military presence in all the countries that sur- 
round Palestine." said Habash. head of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP). 

The continuing presence of U.S. presiden- 
tial envoy Philip Habib in Beirut “will esca- 
late the crisis." Habash insisted. “It is very 
difficult for him (Habib) to succeed because 
he is part of the enemy.” 

“The United States is part of the Israeli 
aggression. That is why we will not accept its 
presence in the multinarionai peace force. 
W'e don’t want to see them.” he said. 

Habash. a 56-year-old pediatrician edu- 
cated at the American University in Beirut, 
spoke slowly in English as he outlined the 
PLO's three main demands: 


— Israeli forces should withdraw from 
Beirut. 


— The PLO would withdraw to its camps 
after an Israeli pullback. 

— The PLO would then negotiate its future 
presence in Lebanon with the government 
while there was a ceasefire. 

“If we want a real solution for the Beirut 
crisis it should be through the United 
Nations.” added Habash. 


“Personally. I think there will be no 
agreement or serious discussion between us 
and the Lebanese government before the 
Israeli withdrawal from the Beirut area." said 
Habash. whose PFLP is the largest militant 
faction in the PLO and second in size to Yas- 
ser Arafat’s own Fateh organization. 

“Then, we will start free discussions.” he 
added. 

In the meantime. Habash stressed, "we 
have no other choice but to continue our 
military activity.” 


Mubarak, Numeiri review Lebanon 


ALEXANDRIA. Egypt July 13 <R> — 
Presidents Hosni Mubarak of Egypt and 
Jaafar Numeiri of Sudan had talks in Alexan- 
dria Monday on the Lebanese crisis and other 
Middle East issues. Officials said President 
Mubarak informed the Sudanese leader of 
Egypt's efforts to reach a settlement in Leba- 
non which would safeguard the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people. 


The. two presidents also reviewed progress 
made toward the economic integration of 
their two countries, the officials said. Sudan 
and Egypt are partners to a political and 
economic integration pact signed several 
years ago by President Numeiri and the late 
President Anwar Sadat. 

Numeiri arrived in Alexandria earlier this 
week on a private \rsit.

LIBREVILLE. Gabon. July 13 (AP) — 
Hissene Habre. whose month-old administ-

"All I can tell you at this time is that we 
have just taken a big step toward a definitive 
peace in Chad."

Hassan favors mini-summit 


to 6 safeguard 9 OAU’s unity 


RABAT. July 13 (R) — King Hassan of 
Morocco favors a mini-summit of seven Afri- 
can heads of state to solve the current crisis in 
the Organization of African Unity (OAU). it 
has been officially announced here. 

Morocco and a number of other African 
states have threatened to boycott next 
month’s OAU summit in Tripoli. Libya, if the 
Saharan Arab Democratic Republic 
(SADR), proclaimed by Polisario guerrillas 
fighting Morocco for the Western Sahara, 
takes part. 

However. Ibrahim Hakim. “foreign minis- 
ter" of the SADR which was admitted to the 
OAU last February, told reporters on a visit 
to Mali Monday that SADR would attend the 
summit. Moreover, he said there was no 
question of holding a mini-summit before the 
Tripoli session^. 

King Hassan. in a message to OAU Chair- 
man President Daniel Arap Moi of Kenya, 
said the mini-summit could “safeguard the 
unity of our continent and protect our organ- 
ization from division." 

Such a meeting would assemble Kenya. 
Nigeria. Mali. Sierra Leone. Guinea. Tan- 
zania and Sudan — the members of a commit- 
tee set up by the last OAU summit to arrange 
a ceasefire and organize a referendum in the 


Western Sahara, 

The king suggested the mini-summit 
should “state clearly and expressly’’ that the 
decision taken last February by OAU Secret- 
ary Genera] Edem Kodjo to admit the SADR 
as an OAU member “is null and with no* 
effect and consequently non-existent.” 

He said the seven-nation summit should 
also declare pl ainly that the decisions taken 
by last year’s OAU summit in Nairobi were 
“definitive and that they irrevocably 
exhausted examination of the Sahara ques- 
tion.” 

Thirdly, the king said “a dear and precise 
undertaking” should be made whereby the 
Sahara question will not be put on the 
Tripoli summir’s agenda. 

In Mali. Hakim said he discussed with Pres- 
ident Moussa Traore a large amount of South 
African arms the SADR said the “Saharan 
popular army” bad taken from Moroccan 
forces. 


SADR Secretary-General Muhammad 
Abdul Aziz had sent a letter to Moi asking 
him to send a team to take the weapons and 
give them to the OAU Liberation Committee 1 
“for the use of liberation movements in 
southern Africa." Hakim said.

Iraq pardons Kurdish rebels 


BEIRUT, . July 13 (R) — Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein has announced an 
amnesty for all Kurdish separatist rebels 
other than those who face murder charges. In 
a speech ( Q Kurdish religious leaders Mon- 
day", Saddam warned the rebels their foreign, 
“paymasters” would drop them as soon as the 
Kurds no longer served their interest. 

This was an apparent reference to Iran, 
Iraq’s western neighbor and enemy in the 
Gulf war. Iran has financed Kurdish rebel 
activity in the past. The amnesty came as Iraq 
braced itself for a possible Iranian invasion in 
pursuit of waT reparations. 

The Kurdish community spans the Iraq- 
Iran border in the northern sector of the Gulf 
war front. The two countries have used the 
Kurds against each other during the war. The 
official Iraq News Agency gave no further 
details of the pardon. 


The agency quoted Saddam as saying: 
“Saboteurs should be isolated from the peo- 
ple and brought to account for the money and 
aid they receive from the foreigner. Every 
state that helps the rebels in Iraqi Kurdistan 
benefits from the for a time, and when its 
interests are harmed it stamps on them and 
goes away." 

Kurdish separatist groups, in statements 
issued in Beirut, say they have ambushed 
scores of Iraqi convoys in Kurdish areas and 
abducted foreign engineers to secure the 
release of colleagues. * 

Iraqi Kurdistan has enjoyed a form of aut- 
onomy since 1974. A rebellion against the 
autonomy scheme collapsed in 1975 after 
Tehran and Baghdad agreed to stop aiding 
their Kurdish allies. 

Saddam urged the religious leaders to 
strengthen the autonomous ; institutions. 


Peking blames U.S. for Israeli blitz 


PEKING, July 13 (AP) — Chinese leaders 
have charged the United States with respon- 
sibility for Israeli attacks in Lebanon and said 
the Arab world should “never place their 
hope on superpowers." 

The official Xinhua news agency said 
Chinese Foreign Minister Huang Hua, meet- 
ing with a delegation from the Arab League, 
Monday, declared, "Israel's unbridled inva- 
sion has not only gravely endangered the 


peace and security in the Middle East but also 
posed a threat to world peace. The U.S. gov- 
ernment has the unmistakable responsibility 
for Israel's China’s top leader and Commun- 
ist Parry Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping, told 
Guinean Foreign Minister Abdoalaye Toure, 
“The lesson we draw from it Israeli action is 
that the Arab world should strengthen their 
solidarity and never place their hope on 
superpowers."

LONDON, (R) — Iranian security forces 
have killed 80 Kurdish guerrillas and cap- 
tured 95 in a series of mopping-up operations 
near the northwestern city of Orumiyeh. 
Tehran radio said Monday. The radio said 
those killed were members of a 380-strong 
rebel group comprising guerrillas of the 
Kurdish Democratic Party' (KDP) — and the 
radical Mujahedeen organization. 

THE HAGUE, (AP) — U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar Monday 
claimed U.N. peacekeeping forces have a 
“vital role" to play in Lebanon, and added 
that he thinks all parties to the conflict want 
the controversial force to stay, his spokesman 
said. De Cuellar arrived in the Netherlands 
Monday for his first official visit to the Inter- 
national Court of Justice, the judicial arm of 
the United Nations. 


ANKARA. (AP) — A martial law court 
has sentenced two members of the leftist 
Revolutionary Front terrorist group to life 
imprisonment for “attempted insurrection 
against the state." The military judge also 
handed down jail terms ranging from three to. 
five years for eight other persons charged in 
connection with the front’s illegal activities. 

ATHENS, (AP) — Tunisian Premier 
Muhammad Mzali arrived Monday for a 
two-day working visit. 

BRUSSELS. (AP) — The European 
Commission asked the 10 Common Market 
governments Tuesday to grant 8.56 million 
ECU ($8.1 million) worth of food to Afghan 
refugees in Pakistan. The money would pay 
for 24,696 tons of wheat and 3,000 tons of 
skim milk powder.

WASHINGTON — 

After more lhan a decade of being upstaged by 
other critical questions, the nuclear-arms issue is 
back at the top of the American agenda. Last 
month, more than half a million demonstrators ral- 
lied in New York. A week later. 3,500 marched 
around the Lawrence Livermore National 
Laboratory, where nuclear- weapons Technology is 
developed and designed. 

There actually were two mass demonstrations at 
the laboratory in Livermore, a San Franasco sub- 
urb. One group was highly publicized, with exten- 
sive media coverage of the signs, slogans, chants, 
arrests and other standard features of a demonstra- 
tion, The 3,500 people involved view nuclear war as 
an unthinkable catastrophe and see a freeze on 
nuclear weapons as an approach to prevention of 
such a happening. The other group received no 
publicity at all, even though it involved 7,000 peo- 
ple who also view nuclear war as an unthinkable 
catastrophe. These 7,000 are the people who work 
at the laboratory. Many arrived before dawn, ot 
stayed overnight, so that their work would not be 
impeded by the demonstration. 

There are commonalities of interest between the 
two groups; however, the pathways to the goals are 
very different. Onegroupseesnuclear weapons and 
technological advances as existing only for the pur- 
pose of mass destruction. They long for a world 
where nuclear arms do not exist. There is no such 


world. Given sovereign nations and the laws of 
physics, there will be no such world. Those of us at 
the laboratory face this fact. We know that many 
nations have, or can produce, nuclear weappons. 
We understand the enormous destruction that such 
weapons can cause. And we agree that there are too 
many nuclear weapons in the world today. 

But most of my colleagues see the proposal of a 
freeze on nuclear weapons as a hastily thought-out 
substitute for what ought to be America's first 
arms- control objective: substantia] reductions in 
nuclear missiles on both sides. 

We live in a world in which supreme efforts, over 
many years, by well-intentioned, capable and 
deeply dedicated people, have found no way to 
eliminate conflict, much less the potential for con- 
flict. It seems obvious that the best Americans can 
do is try to deter potential conflicts. It is exactly this 
deterrence that Americans believe they are accom- 
plishing by their continued work on nudear explo- 
sives. 

For those interested in achievable, bilateral arms 
reduction, the question comes down to this: With 
which approach are the Soviets more likley to 
accept significant arms cutbacks? Would they be 
more accommodating if they saw power of the 
United States declining relative to theirs? Or would 
they be more ready to deal if faced with a U.S. 
nuclear arsenal that will not be vulnerable to their 
growing threat? 

President Reagan’s recent offer of the “zero 
option" in Europe — the cutting of theater nudear 
weaponry on both sides to zero — was rejected 
swiftly, the Soviets claiming that such a plan would 
cost them more than the United States because they 
have a bigger arsenal to dismantle. 


Pan of the debate over the nuclear-arms question 
undoubtedly stems from Americans' frustration 
with arms-oontrol talks. Negotiations over such 
technically complex matters will always seem 
unduly lengthy and will never eliminate danger 
from international affairs. Patient, steady-nerved 
arms negotiations remain the only practical avenue 
to lasting security-. The strategic arms reduction 
talks between the Soviets and the United States are 
humankind's latest hope that substantial reductions 
in nudear weapons can be achieved while maintain- 
ing U.S. security. The Soviets may be misled if they 
perceive that American public opinion may drive 
the United States to weaker demands for Soviet 
arms reduction. The freeze movement poses just 
this threat because it asks for no reductions at all. 


The presence of nuclear weapons is a fact. Clos- 
ing the Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory's 
weapons program will not change that fact. What 
may be changed is the possibility that nudear 
weapons will trigger a holocaust. This can be 
achieved by continued, persistent and patient 
arras- control negotiations until they produce 
results. 

If Americans are to freeze anything, it should be 
aggression, proliferation and the potential of 
escalating conflict to nudear warfare. Americans 
must recognize and acknowledge the existing 
spheres of influence of the major powers, and chal- 
lenge the supporters of “no first strike,” unilateral 
disarmament and a weapons freeze by demonstrat- 
ing ibe irrecondlability of the words “peace” and 
“disarmament” with the actions of the Soviet 
Union.

With an eye to a long-term peace between 
Arabs and Israel. France is working to extract the 
Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) with 
honor intact from the military blow it faces ;n West 
Beirut. 

Through high-gear diplomacy at the L n:i;c 
Nations and in Washington as well as across the 
Middle East, French officials are promoting ihe 
view rha r such an outcome w - ould provide the best 
hope for an overall solution to the problems of she 


area. 


This conviction, well-placed sources in Pans say. 
lies behind France's conditional agreement 
announced Saturday to provide troops for an inter- 
national force to separate Israelis and Palestinians 
in and around the Lebanese capital. 

The French ann ouncement said the mandate and 
composition of the force would have to be deter- 
mined by a two-week-old joint Lcbancse- 
Palestinian commission and then explie:;:) 
approved by the PLO itself as well as all ocher sides 
involved. 

France's insistence that the PLO should have a 
prime role in clearing the way for the despatch « f 
the force comes as French diplomats at the U. V zr. 
seeking to establish a new status for the Palestinian 
organization in the world community. 

The French aim. reliable sources say. is to achieve 
acceptance of the PLO by all U.N. members as z 
representative of the Palestinians and to obtain a 
Security Council resolution calling on Palestinian* 
and Israelis to recognize each other. 

France's hectic activity, diplomats toy. is ab*- 
largely aimed at persuading the PLO itself that the 
political option now holds out more prospect for the = 
achievement of a Palestinian homeland than any 
continued military effort. 

External Relations Minister Claude Cheyssoa. 
whose envoys have had extensive discussions with 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat in Beirut, insists that the 
commando organization is ready to switch to a 
political role. 

On Friday. President Francois Mitterrand 
appealed to Israeli leaders, whose guest he was or It 
four months ago. to recognize that a weakening of 
the PLO in Beirut could bring no lasting solution h . 
the Middle East. Behind the president's words, 
aides say. was a real fear that the crushing of the ; 
PLO in Lebanon could only lead to a resurgence o: 
terrorism in the area and outside and the cver.rtu:! 
reappearance of the organization in more extremis: 
form. 

Another French fear, expressed privately by offi- 
cials in Paris, is that a final showdown between 
Israelis and Palestinians in Beirut would lead to the 
dismemberment of Lebanon itself into Muslim and 
Christian mini-states. In the view of these officials, 
these could only be under effective Syrian and indi- 
rectly Soviet control for the «>ne and Israel: and 
American hegemony for the other — a situation 
fraught with new explosive potential. 

Middle Eastern sources in Paris say Freifch con- 
cern for the political survival of the PLO has 
alarmed many Lebanese Christians who feel Franc: 
is putting Lebanon's interests after those of fee 
Palestinians. 

One prominent member of the Lebanese com- 
munity in France told Reuters he felt Mitterrand 
himself had switched his stand radically since early 
June at the Versailles summit when he said the PLO 
and the Syrians were ' occupation forces” in Leba- 
non. suggesting both should leave. 

The daily France -Soir said Christian Phalanges* 
leader Bashir Gemayel has protested to the French 
government over its support for the PLO while the 
Pales tinians were “holding hostage” the civilian 
population of Beirut. 

But French officials argue that Lebanon's 
national interests can best be served by an overall 
solution to the Middle East problem, and insist that ’ 
this can only be possible with the participation of . 
the Palestinians and the PLO. Diplomats in Paris : 
said there seemed a certain difference in eoncepti ■- 
on the role of the international force between 
France and the United States, which has also 
offered troops despite PLO suggestions thev would 
be unacceptable.

Birds like to nest in boxes racing the south 
2 nd east, says Zhou, and mo>: < -f the occup- 
ants are those who like to nest in holes and 
rock cleavages. 

Chuxian is one of the country's three 
experimental centers for integrated pine 
moth pest management. The application of 
parasitic wasps and botry t is \ parasitic fungs). 
together with insecticides, has been success- 
ful. according to the center. However. insec- 
ticides. though effective, have several disad- 
vantages. They are costly, pollute the envi- 
ronment and kill natural enemies of the moth 
along with this pest. Succeeding gene nations 
of pine moths also develop resistance to the 
pesticide. 

Research shows, however, that moths. .are 
not a problem in forests where pines and 
broad- leafed trees grow. The trees, in f3ct. 
provide habitat for the pest's natural insect 
enemies and moth-eating birds. Interplanting 
these two types of trees is thus another 
approach to curbing the moth population in 
infested areas. 

“We hope to employ pure biological means 
in the future, preferably mainly birds as they 
are both safe and economical.” says Siiao 
Shuguang. vice director of the Kval forestry 
bureau. For this purpose. Zhou ana his team 
have been specially invited to give help. 

Shao explains that the work at Chxtian is 
to ensure that moth pests in pure pine woods 
can be controlled by birds in this way. In 
places where birds are scarce, other practices 
can be put to use. In Rizhao. Shandong pro- 
vince. for example. Shao points to the 
azure-winged magpies domesticated in a big 
cage where a mini habitat is provided — 
trees, water and insects. The bird is con- 
ditioned to find and kill moths upon the toot 
of a whistle. A trained bird has been found 
reliable when taken to forests miles away. 

Zhou has been involved in this type of 
research for years in various pans of the 
country. From his work in Mount Maojia. 
Jiangsu province, he found that 27 species of 
birds in that area are pine-moth eaters. In the 
stomachs of five cuckoos he found a total of 
85 six-year-old pine moths. Black-naped 
orioles and azure-winged magpies were also 
among the species Zhou studied there. 

Zhou had watched a pair of white-faced tits 
which, in turn, fed their seven young 305 
times in a single day. during which the whole 
family consumed 400 pine moths or an esti- 
mated total of 6.400 for the whole nursing 
period of 16 days. The body weight of the 
young birds was tripled in seven days. 

There have been many reports of success in 
using birds for pest control. In Changli of 
Hebei province, researchers of the Society of 
Zoology have found 53 species of birds cap- 
able of killing a kind of apple borer with the 
pied woodpecker among its strongest 
enemies. 


Known as tne “surgeon of the forest." this 
woodpecker is an effective means of control 
of longicorns. which often threaten areas in 
the province. These pests, hiding help inside 
tree trunks, are vulnerable only to the pied 
woodpecker, with its strong beak and long 
multi-hooked tongue. 

People in Junhe lumber camp of Pingyi 
county started enticing these woodpeckers in 
1965 by hanging logs on the trunks of white- 
popular trees. Two pairs came to nest as a 
result and. after three winters, the number of 
longicom larvae dropped from SO to 0.8 per 
100 trees, over an afforested area of 66 hec- 
tares. 

Zhou investigated this area in 1 978. and 
the resident pied woodpeckers had since 
increased to 26 pairs. He was told that the 
pest population had been well under control 
for more than a decade without costing a 
cent.

Mortality rates differ in U.S. regions

WASHINGTON. ,LATi — Deaths from 
heart disease and diabetes are significantly 
higher in the eastern United States than e*s> 
vvfiere in the country, the government has 
reported. 

An atlas of dies .'aw distribution in the 
United States issued by the National Cancer 
Institute also showed that the death rates ir. 
western states from alcohol -caused cirrhosis 
of the liver and venereal disease exceed the 
national rate. 

Thomas J. Mason, chief author of the atlas, 
said that the government survey did not deal 
with the question >: *.hy the various regi?r.s 
differed. 

As for cirrhosis of ;h..- L . 
cent of which is cjused by 
dominant pattern ;sthc cor 
mortality thr. iighout Cali-* 
the southwest in b> ;h race 
study said . :t added that ih 
the disease is also high in i 
northeast and Great Lakes states. 

In discussing the d-:-a*h rate ftom syphilis 
and othe r vene real d iseases . t he study sa id 
that “clusters of high mortality are seen in 
California. Nevada and other western states 
among w hites. w ith n*: pattern evident among 
non-whites.” The study noted that "geog- 
raphic patterns of this disease are specially 
difficult to interpret." 

On the other hand, people in most parts of 
California and other western states have sig- 
nificantly lower death rates from heart dis- 
ease. the nation's leading killer. This lower 
rate applies to many forms of cardiovascular 
illness including coronary heart disease, 
hypertension and cerebral hemorrhage. 


" U.S. cardiovascular illness rates are being 
driven up by the east." Mason told a reporter. 
The study indicated that above average coro- 
nary disease rates for whites are concentrated 
in Appalachia and the southeastern coastal 
plain. 

i he deati: rate from diabetes w as signific- 
ant!;. lower in pans . ? California and many 
parts of :h«. west while an above-average 
death rate for diabetes “was seen for white 
males and females from the midwest through 
the mid-Atlantic states, with clustering espe- 
cially in Michigan. Ohio, and Pennsylvania" 
as well as in Southern Louisiana and South 
Texas, according to the study. Nn consistent 
puttrms ;n diabetes were seen for non- 
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An. :ii£T disease in which California had a 
i-'wer than average death rate, according to 
the «tudy. was multiple seierosi> It was the 
only major disease, according to Mason, in 
which a significant national difference was 
se-T. between northern and southern states, 
with a much higher rate in rural areas of the 
north central and northern Rocky Mountain 
states. 

Mortality rates in the study were calculated 
for the 1965 tc l'-7l period, which Mason 
said, was the last period with an adequate 
"data base" when researchers began their 
study in 1977. In addition to Mason, others 
writing the report were Joseph F. Fraumeni 
Jr.. Robert Hoover and William J. Blot. 

The study of nnn-cancerous diseases, 
which took five years to complete, is a con- 
tinuation of National Cancer institute studies 
published in the mid-1970s on geographic 
distribution of deaths from major cancer in

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WASHINGTON. July 1 3 (R) — Jit Right,

SS million less than a bid from 
E-systems, a Dallas-based firm that bad built 
such equipment. 

Wright said this would make the army 
dependent on a foreign source for all two- 
way radios in its entire fleet of tanks, 
armoured personnel carriers, heavy-duty 
trucks and self-propelled guns.

BUENOS AIRES, July 13 (Agencies) -7 
Argentine Foreign Minister Juan Aguirre 
Lanari said Britain's decision to release all

was a positive gesture. 

Aguirre told reporters Monday that 
Argentina had not accepted a formal cessa- 
tion of hostilities but was maintaining a de 
facto ceasefire. "What we have said is that 
Argentina maintains a de facto cessation of 
hostilities and there has been no change in 
our policy, because we cannot accept any 
kind of political conditioning.'* be said. 

Argentine officials had earlier said tbere 
would not be definitive peace in the South 
Atlantic if Britain continued to reject negoti- 
ation s on A rge □ ti na’ s sovereign ty claims over 
the islands. 

Aguirre said he had received no formal 
notification from Britain on the prisoners' 

Two charged 
In deal for

LOS ANGELES. July 13 (R) — A 74- 
year-old woman and her husband were 
charged with attempted grand theft in a swin- 
dle alleged to have involved President 
Reagan and his wife. Nancy. 

A nine-count complaint alleged the 
woman, Ann Yarbrough, entered into an ini- 
tial agreement to buy a five-bedroomed 
house owned by the Reagans in Pacific 
Palesades. California, for SI. 4 million as a~ 
lever to obtain funds from other people. 

Mrs. Yarbrough and her husband. James. 
60. failed to make a $400,000 initial payment 
for the house and the deal eventually fell 
through, the complaint said. The two were 
charged with seven counts of grand theft, 
alleged to have involved $ 1 20.000, one count 
of attempted grand theft and one of conspir- 
ing to commit grand thefL 

The charge of attempted grand theft con- 
cerned the alleged fraudulent attempt to buy 
the Reagans' home. The seven counts of 
grand theft were alleged to have involved 
swindles concerning friends of the Yar- 
broughs. a dentist and an estate agent. 

The Yaidbroughs. released on bail of 
S 1 00.000 each, will be formally charged in 
court Friday. Prosecution officials said the 
Reagans did not lose financially but Mrs. 
Reagan had been listed as a potential witness 
in any trial.

Meanwhile, the Argentine junta has been 
divided on what position to adopt regarding 
the 593 prisoners of war. Fears have been 
expressed here about the repercussions of the 
prisoners’ return. 

What, it is asked, will be the attitude of 
Gen. Mario Menendez. commander of 
Puerto Argentino (Port Stanley ) and his gen- 
eral staff? 

The differences that caused the junta to 
split politically might re-emerge if the leaders 
of the troops who surrendered in the Falk- 
iands decide to settle some accounts. The 
junta, meanwhile, considers the appointment 
of a civilian vice president a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

The junta regards such “restructuring” of 
the executive power as the indispensable 
element for the unity of the armed forces and 
its own “revival.” . 

To placate the navy and also the air force, 
the vice president must be someone free from 
political strings and his role must be more 
than a purely formal one. 

The idea, it is understood, is to appoint to 
the vice presidency one of the five supreme 
court judges and also to provide the Bignone 
government with a consultative organ. 

Its task would be to ensure that The return 
to democracy goes smoothly, now that the 
junta, as a fallout from the Falklands War. 
has been spurred to hand power back to the 
civilians by March 1984. 

The appointment of a top-ranking judge as 
vice president, thereby marking the 
resurgence of the junta as “the supreme gov- 
erning organ,” might be announced soon. 

The junta, according to those in the know, 
have given themselves a week in which to 
restore their unity — a unity regarded as vital 
by civilian politicians if the transition to 
Argentina's pristine democracy is to succeed. 


TEPIC, Mexico. July 13 (AFP) — At least 
90 persons died and 164 were injured when a 
train derailed and plunged into a ravine near 
this northwest Mexican town overnight, offi- 
cials here said Monday. There were no 
immediate details on w-bai caused the train , 
known as the bullet, to jump the rails. 

Six persons were in critical condition 
among the injured, a Red Cross official said. 
Red Cross workers, who were responsible for 

transporting the victims way from the crash 
site, had counted 70 bodies. He said ii would 
take most of the dav tc finish cutting through 
the wreckage with blow torches, a job slowed 
by heavy rains that also were believed to have 
contributed to the crash. 

German Sanchez, the Red Cross deputy 
director here, described the scene as“prcity 
horrible.” 

V.N. chief disappointed 

AMSTERDAM. July 13 <R) — U.N. 
Secretary- General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said he was extremely disappointed about the 
results of the special United Nations session on 
disarmament which ended in New York on 
Saturday. 

Petez de Cuellar told reporters on his arri- 
val Monday Fot a two-day visit to the Nether- 
lands: “1 expected much better results. For 
me personally it is a frustration.” 

The special U.N. session admitted defeat at 
its final meeting after failing to produce a 
comprehensive program for arms reduction 
and control. A report approved unanimously 
by the final meeting of the 1 57-nation assem- 
bly fell far shorr of goals set for the five- week 
session. 

The sccrelarv- eeneraL here as part of a 
tour of Europe, said: " We will not desist from 
seeking to convince all member states that 
the only way to achieve peace and under- 
standing is pursuit of genuine, honest and 
concrete policies toward disarmament, espe- 
cially nuclear disarmament.” 


ROME. July 13 (R) — The Rome magis- 
trate enquiring into the mysterious death of 
Italian banker Roberto Calvi in London has 
asked British police for fresh information 
which could show if Calvi was m urdered. jud- 
icral sources have said. 

The financial head of Italy’s biggest private 
bank. Banco Ambrosiano, disappeared from 
his Rome fiat last month and was found a 
week later hanging under Blackfriars Eridge 
in London. His death has caused a scandal in 
financial circles, including the Vatican Bank. 
Istiruto per le Opere di Relieione (IOR>. 

Magistrate Domenico Sica has asked Lon- 
don police to provide details about river tides 
and the make of the banker's clothes, soaked 
by river water, in an effort to reconstruct 
Calvi* s movements before and after death. 
He also asked the police :o question the per- 
son who found Calvi hanging from scaffold- 
ing to find out how- and where the rope was 
tied. He was surprised that no photographs of 
the body were taken when it was found, the 
sources said. 

London police have treated the death sui- 
cide. but investigators here doubt that Calvi.

PIETERMARITZBURG. South Africa. 
July 13 (AP) — The failed coup in the 
Seychelles Islands last November was “a 
purely mercenary effort." and not a South 
African military operation.a prosecutor said 
Monday. 

Summing up his case against 43 mer- 
cenaries on hijacking charges, prosecutor 
Cecil Rees said defendant colonel "Mad 
Mike" Hoare was 'a selective liar with a very 
smooth and persuasive tongue.” the South 
African Press Association reported. The men 
are accused of hijacking an Air-India jediner 
to escape from the Seychelles when their plot 
was uncovered and forcing the pilot to fly 
them to Durban. South Africa. They face 
maximum 30-year prison terms if convicted. 

Some of the defendants testified they 
thought they were on a South African milit- 
ary operation or that the mission to over- 
throw- the leftist government of President 
Albert Rene was approved by South Africa. 
Hoare testified he had been told the cabinet 
approved the operation in principle and that 
the South .African defense force supplied the 
weapons for the coup. 

Rees said, however, that the defense had 
presented no witnesses to show- ihe coup had 
been a lawful operation under the defense act 
or that the government had approved the 
plan or authorized the supply of weapons. 

Rees, the Natal Province attorney general, 
said the weapons may have been supplied 
illegally by someone in the defense force. He 
noted that one of the defendants had issued 
false service call-up papers for some of the 
accused without the knowledge of his com- 
manding officer. 

He added that the defendants had agreed 
among themselves to claim that the pilot of 
the plane agreed to fly them out of the 
Seychelles and that no hijacking occurred. 
Rees said the court had no reason to disbe- 
lieve Pilot U. Saxena’s testimony before a 
court commission in the Seychelles that the 
mercenaries had forced him at gunpoint to 
make the flight.

Census researchers Vladimir G. Tremi and 
Barry L. Estinskv explained that they 
reached their conclusion b> recalculating 
published statistic: of Soviet imports and 
exports. 

The influence ■ f international trade has 
seemed small, they said, because it has been 
calculated on the a: ; ific.il!> inflated official 
exchange rate of the rouble. 

Instead of using this official rate, they said, 
he and Kostinsky worked out i method of 
calculating the actual value of imports and 
exports cr the Soviet domestic market. 

These figures show international trade to 
be much more important to the Soviet 
economy than had been thought, said Tremi. 
who also tcache* a: Duke University . And. he 


said, that ratio has beer, increasing steadily 
since the 1950s when the Soviet government 
began a program of increasing such trade. 


U.S. said playing 
politics on silver 


WASHINGTON. July 13 (AP) — Critic 
accused President Ronald Reagan's 
administration of playing politics by delaying 
a decision on whether to Tcsume sales of 
silver from the country’s defense stockpiles. 

The administration missed a July 1 dead- 
line set by Congress for making a recommen- 
dation on whether the s3*es should be 
resumed. 

Consumers had roped the administration 
would call for the sale of the remaining 140 
million ounce* of silver stockpiled at West 
Point. New York, and San Francisco. 

But Western mining interests are opposed 
to the sales. They argue the sales threaten an 
already depressed industry. 

— After Interior Secretary .lames Watt 
cnr.ounccd on June ly. the postponement of 
the sales, the price of silver climbed 46.9 
cents in one day on the New York corn- 
mod itie* exchange. 


Canada tight-lipped 
on Dome rescue hid 


OTTAWA. July 13 *R> - Energy Minis- 
ter Marc Lalonde declined to comment on 
press reports chat the federal government 
may be about to carry out a major financial 
rescue operation for Dome Petroleum Lid. 
(DMP). 

The Toronto Star said over the weekend 
that Ottawa is considering either a major loan 
guarantee for Dome Petroleum or a direct 
loan in exchange for shares in Dome or its 
Canadian subsidiary Dome Canada Ltd. A 
DMP spokesman in Toronto said he is unaw- 
are of any pending announcement from the 
company on an agreement about its debt. 

Both DMP and Lalonde have said they are 
holding talks on the company's debt prob- 
lems with Canada’s five major banks. 
Lalonde recently announced the federally 
'■•vned oil corporation Petro-Canada would 
guarantee a SltiO million loan for Dome 
Canada Ltd. 




Malaysian Interest 


LONDON. July 13 (AFP) — Dunlop, the 
British tire manufacturers, is selling its 
remaining Malaysian interest for 73 million 
pounds, it was announced here. 

The company is selling its 51 percent stake 
in Dunlop Maiaysian Industries. Malaysia's 
largest tire manufacturer, to the Malaysian 
company Pegi. which has a major Dunlop 
share stake and a joint share in its former 
plantation interests. 

Pegi will pay five instalments over the next 
two years, but Dunlop w ill continue to man- 
age the tire operation on its behalf. 

Dunlop sold its Malaysian plantation oper- 
ations List September for 60 million pounds 
to another Malaysian company. Multi- 
Purpose Holdings. 

Multi-Purpose and Pegi then set up a com- 
pany to hold Pegi’s near 17 percent stake in 
Dunlop and the newly-acquired plantation 
company shares. Dunlop shares on the stock 
exchange edged ahead on the news. 


Italy’s industrial 
production declines 


ROME. July 13 (R) — Italian industrial 
output, seasonally adjusted, fell a provisional 
0.4 percent in May. the National Statistics 
Institute. 1ST AT. said. 

No year-on-yeai comparison was available 
before making a change in 1ST AT s seasonal 
adjustment method at the start of this year, 
but unadjusted output rose 1 .9 percent from 
May last. 

iSTATs seasonally adjusted production 
index, base 197U but calculated since January 
by the U.S. Census Bureau method X- 1 1. feU 
to 1 36.5 in May from 1 37.1 . revised, in April.

The ratio of imports to national income in 
the Soviet Union rose from about 9 percent in 
1970 to about 20 percent in 1980. according 
to the reports and in the same period Soviet 
exports — excluding gold — rose from about 
6.5 percent of national income to about 7 
percent. 

That means that international trade, total- 
ing imports and exports, amounted to about 
27 percent of the Soviet economy in I960, 
about the same as the Linked States and other 
industrialized nations, the researchers 
reported. 

The previous consensus among Western 
experts had been that foreign trade made up 
between 6 percent and 10 percent of that 
nation's economy. The long-held notion that 
Soviet foreign trade is unusually small for an 
industrialized nation should be discarded." 
ihe report states. 

And while much of the Soviet trade is with 
other Socialist nations, the share of business 
coming from Western nations rose from 
about one-thitd to one-halfofSoviet imports 
over the 1970s. 

Foodstuffs and machinery dominate Soviet 
imports, the study said, and about 60 percent 
of foodstuffs and more than one-third of 
machinery is purchased from non-Socialist 
nations. 


LONDON. July 13 (AP) — State-owned 
British Airways, which is losing 250 million 
pounds (S435 million) a year, said Monday it 
plans to lay off 7.000 more workers over the 
next few months in an effort to meet the 
soverament's denationalization targets. 

The proposed job cuts announced by BA 
chairman Roy Watts will reduce the airline’s 
work force to 35.000 by March 31. 1983. 
That will be 23.000 fewer workers than three 
years ago. 

In a memorandum to the staff. Watts said 
-we calculate that this figure gives the level of 
costs we can afford and makes us equal to. or 
better than, our major competitors." 

The layoffs are part of a long-range survi- 
val plan BA has offered the conservative 
government in return for financial support to 
allow the airline to be sold before the next 
general election, which must be held before 
Mav I9S4. 


LONDON, July 13 (R) — Britain's Gen- 
eral Electric Company (GEC), one of the 
^most profitable industrial firms in Europe, 
sees the chance for a major expansion over- 
seas by joining in the resene of West Ger- 
many's ailing AEG-Telefunken. 

Bui GECs managing director. Lord 
Weinstock, has met resistance from West 
German union leaders because of his repu- 
tation as a ruthless 'job killer’ who does not 
hesitate to shut down unprofitable fac- 
tories. 

Analysts in London, where Lord Weins- 
tock’s management of Britain's top electri- 
cal engineering group is highly regarded, 
believe the proposed deal with the German 
electrical giant could be the biggest gamble 
of his career. 


In GECs first major advance into a 
cross-channel business tie-up, Weinstock is 
interested in taking a 40 percent share in a 
planned AEG Techntk Company, which 
would take over AECs capital goods divi- 
sion ranging from power plants and defense 
equipment to telecommunications andelec- 


The accountant firm price waterbouse has 
recommended an injection of 812 million 
pounds ($1.4 billion) to help offset accumu- 
lated debts of 1 billion pounds (SI. 74 bil- 
lion). The airline has cut back services in a 
slimming-down of its worldwide operations. 


GEC believes the deal would offer new 
access for its products into markets in conti- 
nental Europe, Latin America and the Far 
East. It would also offer long-term technical 
collaboration, and a good financial return if 
reforms by the AEG management can 


unlock the profit potential of a huge com- 
pany. 

Whether GEC can pull it off, in the face 
of union opposition and German prefer- 
ence for an all-German solution to AEG's 
massive problems, may not be known for 
some time. 

Lord Weinstock held a five-hour meeting 
with union leaders in Frankfurt on Satur- 
day, but there was no sign that they bad 
muted their opposition to GEC taking of a 
minority stake. 

The GEC involvement is one of the con- 
troversial aspects of the AEG manage- 
ment's plans to save the firm, one of West 
Germany’s 15 largest and already 50 per- 
cent owned by banks. 

With losses this year expected to reach 500 
million marks (S220 million), AEG is also 
■seeking 1 .5 billion marks (S600 million) in 
credit guarantees from federal and state 
governments. If Bonn agrees later this 
week, tbe banks can lend more money risk- 
free, giving tbe firm a breathing space. 

GEC, which is not connected with the 
American firm of the same name, last 
month reported sales m its last financial 
year of 4.95 billion sterling ($8.5 billion) 
and a 23 percent rise in pre-tax profits to 
584 million ($1 billion). So it can easily 
afford the projected cost of 750 million 
marks (S333 million) for tbe AEG pur- 
chase . y 


Joint action 
to up copper

LIMA, July 13 (R) — Peru, Zambia and 
Indonesia have made an urgent appeal to 
copper producers to act together in helping 
boost the meiars depressed international 
price. 

At a meeting of the inter-governmental 
Council of Copper Exporting Countries 
(CIPEC) which opened in Lima Monday, 
delegates said that world copper prices were 
at their lowest point in real terms since the 
Wall Street crash of 1929. 

Peruvian Mines Minister Pedro Pablo 
Kuczynski said tbe two-day conference 
would be crucial in deciding whether the 
organization had any real power to affect 
copper’s market value. 

"CIPEC either does something now o: 
declares to the world that it can do some- 
thing. or admits rbat it is basically an organ- 
ization dedicated to the exchange of informa- 
tion without a real effect on the marker. 
Kuczvnski said. 

Zambian Mines Minister Mufaya Mum- 
buna said there was an urgent necessity for 
CIPEC to agree on an international floor 
price for copper beneath which its eight 
members would refuse to sell. 

The head of the Indonesian delegation. 
Irawan Darsa, said his country would support 
any joint action by CIPEC to improve prices.

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WASHINGTON. July 13 (R) — U.S.

Some foreign policy advisers want the pact 
to lapse, to underline U.S. displeasure at mar- 
tial law in Poland and to reinforce the deci- 
sion to extend sanctions against the Soviet 
natural gas pipeline. 

They also say a major new grain deal with 
Moscow would anger Reagan's conservative 
supporters in the Republican Party. Block 
drew a distinction between grain sales and 

Japan chalks up 
$1. 9b trade gain 

TOKYO, July 13 (R) — Japan 
announced that its trade was in surplus by 
$1 .92 billion in the first half of this year, 
sharply down from the S8.02 billion in the 
second half of last year. 

However, the finance ministry figure 
based on customs clearances was above 
the S724 million surplus in the first half of 
last year. 

There was a 5.3 percent reduction in the 
level of imports compared with the first - 
half of 1 981 . while exports fell more mod- 
estly, by 3.6 percent. 

Japan has been under strong pressure 
from the United States and European 
Economic Community to reduce its trade 
surpluses. In May it unveiled a package of 
measures to promote imports, including 
the reduction or elimination of 21 5 import 
tariffs and the easing of import proce- 
^dures. . 

Reagan seeks 
new budget law 

WASHINGTON, July 13 (R)— President 
Ronald Reagan said a proposed constitutional 
amendment which would require a balanced 
federal budget is needed to assure reduced 
government spending and taxation. 

"Americans understand that the discipline 
of a balanced budget amendment is essential 
to stop squandering and overtaxing,'* he said 
in a Rose Garden ceremony surrounded by 
congressional supporters of the amendment.

Unusually hot. dry and windy weather in 
the major-producing area east of the Ural 
Mountains is blamed for the reduction to 1 70 
million metric tons from June’s 1 S5 million 
metric ton estimate, the department said. 

.That's 6S million metric tons short of the 
Kremlin’s harvest target for this year and 
marks the Soviets fourth straight poor crop 
and the worst by U.S. estimates since 1975. 

"The crop has failed to develop sufficiently 
to reflect the vigor shown even in 1 9S1 .” the 
report said. 

Meanwhile, analysts put the 1982-1983 
world grain harvest at 1.62 billion metric 
tons. 



Freight rates continue to 


LONDON, July 13 (AFP) — Freight rates 
continued to weaken last week, falling in sev- 
eral sectors to their lowest for nearly four 
years. 

The United States independence day holi- 
day brought a very quiet start of the week, 
and business subsequently remained sub- 
dued. 

South Africa chartering was robust toward 
the end of the week, while South Korean 
charters were also quite active. 

But some of the rate cuts over the past 
month have persuaded more owners to lay up 
their vessels, rather than attempt to find work 
at current levels. 

Co mmunis t Chinese charters appeared 
after a month’s absence to book a 30,000-ton 
grain cargo out of the U.S. Gulf at $22.00 a 
ton — $5.50 less than previously paid. 

From the same loading area, a 52,000-rton 
grain shipment to Japan was paid $1 3.50- ton 
— 50 cents less than the week before. 

- A similar-^ized cargo was booked to 
Europe at only $6.60 — a three-year low and 


$1.40 down on two weeks before. 

A 51,000-ton grain vessel was booked out 
of the Sl Lawrence River at S7/ton for dis- 
charge at Seaforth (Liverpool. England) — 
down $2.75 on an early June fixture. 

The Great Lakes grain traffic did not 
escape the general depression. An example 
was a fixture to Europe of a 17.000 tonnerar 
$17 /ton — $1 down on previous business, the 
lowest since mid- 1978 and S5.50 below this 
years high in April. 

Out of the U.S. Pacific coast, a grain cargo 
was booked to Egypt at $24.50 ton — S3 less 
than earlier. 

The continuing competition for the few 
coal cargoes available resulted m one 
55,000-tonner accepting $ 12.25/ton for 
Hampton Road to Japan — new low for the 
year. The same shipper has accepted another 
less $1 1.50 in the same trade, the lowest for 
over three years.

Russia rebuts West’s claims 


GENEVA. July 13 (R) — The Soviet 
Union denied Western claims that its aid to 
the Third World was low. and said it contri- 
buted 1.1 percent of its gross national pro- 
duct (GNP) to help developing countries in 
1980. 

Soviet delegate Evgeny Makeyev told a 
United Nations, meeting here that Mos- 
cow's aid rose to that level from 0.9 percent 
in 1976 and that the total for the 1 976-1 980 
five-year plan was 30 billion roubles ($42 
^bfllion).. . v - . • 

^yflTfese figui¥s, which Soviet sources here 
said were announced for the first time. 
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would statistieaUy put the Kremlin's Third 
World aid above the 0.7 percent level of 
GNP the United Nations has set as a 
guideline for aid from the industrialized 
world. 

But Makeyev, who said the volume and 
nature of Soviet aid was the subject of 
unfriendly speculation in the West, did not 
break down the figure to show which coun- 
tries received aid and whether military 
assistance v.-as included in the total. 

Moscow’s development' aid., one of the 
ttrajorquesfeon marks in the Soviet budget, 
has often been criticized by Western states 
as insufficient and aimed only at friendly 
Marxist states. 

Last year's North-South summit in Can- 
cun. Mexico, tried to bring Moscow into the 
development dialogue but Soviet officials 
turned down the invitation, saying capitalist 
states were responsible for poverty in the 
Third World. 

Most Western states contribute less than 
the U.N.'s 0.7 percent target to Third 
World dev elopment. “The question of the 
' volume and the nature of Soviet assistance 
to the developing countries has been an 
object of continuous insinuations and 
unfriendly speculations,” Makeyev told a 
meeting of the U.N. Economic and Social 
Council (ECOSOC).

The prospect o; lower borrowing charges 
for companies, recovering from Britain's 
worst economic stump since the i930s. was 
good news for industry.

The government newspaper Rxeczpospolila 
said the ministry of internal trade had pre- 
dicted that "supplies will further decrease in 
comparison with the first half of this year.” 

Portable radios, cassette players and tape 
recorders were among the few items which 
were expected to be more plentiful. "The 
ministry believes there is no^ chance of aban- 
doning rationing this year.” the newspaper 
said. 

Almost all essential goods, including meat, 
butter, flour, sugar and soap are tightly 
rationed, as are cigarettes. 

Drastic price rises earlier this year have 
nteant many people are unable to afford their 
ration allocation and cannot hope to pay the 
price of extra goods available on the open 
market. Bread, salt, cheese, fruits and veget- 
ables and fish are not rationed, but the news- 
paper said the fish supply would fall sharply. 

Shoes are at present virtually unobtainable 
in Poland. "Our only hope is that the recent 


decisions made by the economic committee 
of the council of ministers concerning the 
production and Import of extra footwear will 
be sw iftiy implemented.” the new spape r said. 

Children's shoes and clothes should be 
more plentiful because special measures have 
been taken to improve supplies. Rzeczpcs - 
potita said. A shortage of raw materials in the 
furniture industry might lead to a worsening 
of supplies in the second half of this year, it 
added. 

The official news agency Fc.p. meanwhile, 
said Poland’s coai production, a crucial ele- 
ment in plans to rescue the collapsed 
economy, has topped 100 million tons this 
year, a 14 percent increase over the first half 
of 1981. 

It said 13.7 million tons of the total 
100.277.000 tons mined was consigned for 
export, a sharp increase over the 4.4 million 
tons for export in the same period last year. 
Coal production, as well as other mining sec- 
tors. have been the brighest spot in the gov- 
ernment’s efforts to revitalize the economy 
through its reform program this year.

U.S. forecast challenged 


WASHINGTON. July 13 <R> — The 
Reagan administration's latest forecast for 
the growth of the U.S. economy over toe next 
months is too optimistic, private economic 
analysts have said. 

In a mid-year economic review, copies of 
which were obtained by several news organ- 
izations over the weekend, the administra- 
tion forecast economic growth at between 
feur and five percent during the rest of this 
year and throughout 19S3. 

The review, which is required by law. will 
be made public within the next two weeks. 
Despite interest rates that have remained 
much higher than expected. White House 
economists are counting on consumers to 
spend most of the e.ttra take-home pay pro- 
vided by a July 1 tax cut and lead the 
economy out of recession. 

But analysts contacted by Reuters pre- 
dicted an annual rate of growth of between 
tv . r ar.i three percent tor the res* of the year 
and said even that projection could prove to 
te optimistic. "I don't think they have really 
faced up to the very fragile under pin rings of 
the economy.” said economist Allen Sinai. 

"Their forecast requires a pretty strong 
response from consumers to the tax cut and 
movement on interest rates... i: is too late to 
get much help from interest rates nhte year’ 
he said. Sinai, a senior analyst for Data 
Resources, a leading economic forecasting 
firm, added that he was also skeptical about 
consumers' response to the tax cut. They may 
decide to save much of it. he said 

Barry Sos worth, a senior economist with 
Lis Brookings Institution called the new 
fir:-:?? t \riiiy.* Bosv-orth. a former Jimmy 
Carter administration official, said tv.o-to- 
titrec percent growth seemed more reasor- 
aol. than the White House numbers. 

But even those forecasts assume major 


reductions in interest rates and that already 
looks like a risky forecast because no one can 
give a good reason why rates should come 
down." he added. 

The analysts' skepticism is shared by Con- 
firms.

Italy’s mass-circulation sports papers, 
most of which had sneered at Italy’s chances 
and savaged Bearzot’s coaching in the first 
round, splashed huge pictures and banner 
headlines praising the victory. The top sel- 
ling Corriere DeUo Sport sold over a quarter 
of a million extra copies and the sales of its 
competitor Gozzetuz DeOo Sport were up 
nearly 200,000. But the weekly magazine 
L ' Espresso described the Italian sports 


journalists as the main loser in tbe World 
Cup. 

Throughout the peninsula the cost of one 
of Italy' s craziest nights for years was being 
added up. Police reported numerous car 
crashes, at least 20 heart attacks in central 
Rome and many other accidents. 

In Rome, one group of New Zealanders, 
taken for Germans bv the crowds, found 
themselves thrown fully clad into the Trevi 
Fountain. In Geneva, police arrested a man 
who fired a shotgun at his neighbors to 
quieten their celebrations. Nobody was 
hurt. Bui in soutbern Calabria two young 
men were gravely ill in hospital after a 
shooting incident during a parade of exub- 
erant football supporters. 

In Toronto, the city’s half a million Italian 
immigrants celebrated with a boisterous 
all-night street party. Police closed off 15 
streets in Toronto's "little Italy” district for 
the revellers. One man rushed out into the 
street after the game, pm an Italian flag on 
the ground and kissed it repeatedly. Even 
dogs were draped in the Italian colors. 

On the otherhand, thousands of cheering 
fans packed the square in front of Frank- 
furt’s Town Hall as beaten finalists West 
Germany arrived for a civic reception. 

The disappointment of the night* s defeat 
by Italy was forgotten in tbe general good 
humor and pride at the team's performance. 
Other fans lined tbe route from tbe airport 
to see tbe players drive past in a motorcade. 


A huge cheer greeted captain Harl-Heinz 
Rummenigge as he led the squad onto the 
Town Hall balcony . The players waved and 
tossed flowers to the chanting Crowds. 
Traffic came to a standstill as lorry drivers 
stopped to hoot and wave as the team drove 
into town after an airport welcome horn 
former West German trainer Helmut 
Schoen, whose 1974 team won the World 
Cup.

Mundial ’82 failed to come out with anything new

MADRID, July 1 3 — Now that tbe Italians 
have been reinstated as the Julius Caesars of 
world football, there remain some pertinet 
questions about Mundial '82. 

The international game has advanced in 
time by four years between the Argentina 
and Spain tournaments, but candidly I am 
wondering if the hands of the clock have not 
turned backward. 

From what I saw in the last four weeks, we 
were left with little encouragement to believe 
that Columbia ’86, or wherever, will be any 
better or worse. 


technique in Spain was the lowest of tbe last 
four tournaments. 

In the end, it was won by Italy’s profession- 
alism and opportunism — tbe unsung Italians 
who came late in Spain and came good !

It might all have at least looked differently 
if the Brazilians had not flattered so much in 
their first four games and so totally deceived 
so many of their followers that they were 
more experienced at this World Cup. than 
they actually were. 



What was new in Spain? Almost nothing. 
■The game has stopped moving forward. We 
have seen it aQ before. There was not a 
memorable “new player" unless it was Fal- 
cao, of Brazil, who unfortunately did not get 
beyond the second round to substantiate his 
claims, or Tigana, of France, who at least got 
to the third-fourth place final. 

I liked the black Tigana because, unlike so 
many performances here, he preferred to 
play the ball forward, more a rarity in today* s 
game than you perhaps think. 


I still contend that the crucial period of the 
whole tournament was after Falcao had 
brought Brazil to 2-2 against the Italians in 
Barcelona. The Italians must have felt they 
were then eliminated because they could 
think in terms of only how they themselves 
would have closed the gate if the position had 
been reversed. 


There was not a “new" team to uplift us 
although the unspoiled, positive France fried 
hard enough, and the “new" Brazil promised 
so much but left us unfulfilled. 

Overall, and sadly. I was left with the con- 
clusion that World Cup Football in tbe main 
has stopped exciting us and that the level of 


Only 22 minutes remained and tbe dashing 
cavaliers from Brazil, needing only the tie 
they had fa thetr grasp to become semifinal- 
ist, would have been forgiven by the world for 
a short spell of conservative football in self 
protection. 

Instead, they were guilty of undisciplined 
handling of their greatest test in Mundial * 82. 
and lost the game, lost the tournament (in my 
view) and lost many friends as well. 


One can forgive normal defeat, human 
error. But professional suicide? Never. 


Over-confidently, they wanted to go on the 
official record as having won a contest which, 
in fact, they had already won by goal differ- 
ence on the tie alone. 


I am not for one moment suggesting that 
Brazil should have done what Austria did in 
notorious non-game with Germany in tbe 
first round and squeezed the blood out of the 
sport. 


Victory for Brazil in the World Cup final, 
presuming they would have advanced that 
far, would have ignited a smfle across the 


tournament* s face and given the romantics 
cause to assert that the game no longer 
needed psychiatry. 

But even if they had become the champ- 
ions again. I should still have insisted that this 
squad was well behind the previous Brazil 
World Cup winners on experience and indi- 
viduals. At least the neutral world would 
have been happier with Brazil enthroned. 

The Latin American assault on the champ- 
ionship was just not good enough even 
though the extremely hot weather conditions 
should have been less demanding on them. 

It was a World Cup that brought warring 
nations to the same table, although Argen- 
tina and the three te ams from Great Britain 
avoided one another as the games fell. 

Attendances were well below estimate 
with many Spaniards prefering television, but 
FIFA expects to double ’78 revenues by top- 
ping $50 million, mostly from world TV 
rights. 

It was also a Mundial of some expensive 
hotel and ticket packages and other unex- 
pected examples of Mundial-flation. In Mad- 
rid, you have your shoes cleaned by a Turkish 
boot boy outside the museum — for the same 
price. 

My deepest regret was that the star players, 
like Maradona. Zico and, in the end, Rum- 
minigge, did not triumph in their most chal- 
lenging theater. 

For Maradona, at least, there is, at 21. still 
time to convince us. Adios. MundiaL Aste 
(see you) en Columbia, or wherever.

A wise declarer starts by go- 
ing well beyond a superficial 
estimate of the probable out- 
cane of a hand For example, 
as soon as dummy appears in 
the present case, South com- 
mences by noting he’s likely to 
make the contract by scoring 
six trump tricks, his three side 
aces, and ruffing a diamond in 
dummy. 

South then reexamines the 
situation when he realizes that 
he might not make six trump 
tricks if either opponent was 


dealt J-x-x-x of trumps. Once 
this possibility crosses 
declarer's mind, he starts to 
think in terms of how to over- 
come that division if it exists. 

It should not take South long 
to implement this thought He 
wins the king of spades lead in 
dummy with the ace and ruffs 
a spade at trick two. Declarer 
then plays the ace and another 
diamond. 

Let's say East wins the dia- 
mond with the queen and 
shifts to a trump. Pursuing his 
plan of action, South wins the 
trump return with the queen, 
ruffs his last diamond in dum- 
my, and ruffs the five of 
spades with his nine of 
trumps. 

Declarer then plays a dub 
to the ace, ruffs dummy’s last 
spade with the ten of trumps, 
and the battle is over. South 
winds up making the contract 
having scored six trump 
tricks. Ids three side aces, and 
s diamond ruff i&dummy. 

Ei you analyze declarer’s 
play, you see he did nothing 
spectacular. You might argue 
he must have done something 
good, because he started with 
a trump loser, a diamond 
loser, and two dub losers, and 
yet made ten tricks. This is 
true, in a sense, but all he real- 
ly did was adopt a plan of play 
that included ruffing dummy’s 
three spade losers. Not a dif- 
ficult plan to formulate, if you 
think of it; the hard part is to 
think of it.

MOSCOW, July 13 i Agencies! — A lead- 
ing Soviet newspaper said that the Polish 
crisis is far from over and that much of the 
unrest stems from" 2 nti-Sociaiist sentiment” 
among youth and Roman Catholic agitation 
against the seven- month-old martial law 
regime. 

The lengthy article in rhe government 
newspaper Izve&ia hinted :ha: large amounts 
of Soviet aid are still needed to keep the 
Polish economy afloat. 

Meanwhile. Polish Communists have 
ousted another 47,300 of their comrades, it 
was reported in Warsaw Monday, in the sec- 
ond phase of a post-martial law purge that 
has now cost nearly 100.000 members their 
red cards. 


Union urges 
end to strikes 


WARSAW. July 13 (R) — Under- 
ground Solidarity leaders have called for a 
suspension of strikes and demonstrations 
until the end of July, partly to ease the way 
for a planned visit by the pope, according 
to a Solidarity leaflet released Tuesday. 

The appeal, signed by fugitive leaders of 
the suspended free trade union in War- 
saw, Gdansk. Krakow and Wroclaw, said 
the gesture was also to show the readiness 
of the underground activists to reach an 
understanding with the Communist rulers. 

It said the signatories expected a move 
of conciliation from the authorities to 
show their will to open a dialogue. If there 
were no such response from the 
authorities the underground would be 
forced to resume its resistance, perhaps by 
staging a general strike. 

The appeal, dated June 26. was made 
available on the day marking the start of 
the eighth month of martial law. an occa- 
sion previously marked by demonstra- 
tions. Two black flags were hung outside 
the university Tuesday morning, but there 
were no other obvious signs of protest in 
the capital. 

Church and diplomatic sources here 
believe the government of Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelski is planning to release the bulk 
of the about 2.S00 internees held in camps 
and prisons throughout Poland on July 22. 
National Day. 


The announcement of the April-May 
purge came on the eve of the eighth month of 
martial law. and three days before a meeting 
of the partv's policy making central commit- 
tee. its third since the Dec. 13 crackdown. 

The Communist Party daily TrybunaLudu, 
in a full-page report, had said last April that 
50.000 parts members were ousted in March 
for failure ro follow the party line. Some 
observers said the reports could serve as an 
antidote to factionalism during the coming 
party plenum. 

The paper said the ousters offer “proof of 
the rebuilding of the prestige, credibility and 
influence” of the party, and sought to bolster 
its case by saving that of 3,032 persons 
accepted foi party membership between 
December and June 40 percent were work- 
ers. 

Party members last year called for greater 
worker and grass roots representation in the 
party during the liberalization that accom- 
panied the labor and social upheaval sparked 
by the independent labor movement Solidar- 
ity. 

Since then, the Solidarity union has been 
suspended, its leaders interned and its 
activities forbidden. The party, meanwhile, 
has gone about cleansing its ranks of mem- 
bers “who violate its statutes," TrybunaLudu 
reported. 

The paper said of the 47.300 persons 
"crossed off' membership lists in April and 
May. 20.500 or 43.3 percent showed lack of 
interest, neglected duties or failed to carry 
out resolutions of party leaders. 

Being “crossed off' party lists is a milder 
form of ouster than the expulsions handed 
3.101 persons during the same period, of 
which 1.305 or 42 percent were thrown out 
for violating party discipline and 312 for 
improper "moral posture and ethics” the 
paper reported. 

Party membership is estimated at about 2.3 
million down from about 3.5 million Last year, 
but the figure is difficult -to pinpoint. Mem- 
bership began to decline after July and 
August 1980 strikes that launched Solidarity. 

Solidarity came under fire again Monday in 
the hard-line army paper Zolnierz Wolnosci 
which said lifted or easing martial law could 
be made easy if local union leaders rebuked 
their colleague in the underground. 

The new blast in the army paper suggested 
to some observers here that army elements in 
the party might not be ready to make 
significant concessions in dealing with the 
Union during the coming party meeting. 


Experts’ study shows 

U.S. ties with 3rd World hit 


MANILA. July 13 (Depthnews) — U.S. 
President Reagan has been taken to task for 
pursuing a foreign policy that is damaging 
American relations with the Third World. 

The president’s preoccupation with 
increased military spending to safeguard U.S. 
national interests and security is not helping 
the country any in the developing world. 
Neither does it help the United States to view 
these ties solely within the context of 
Reagan's strong commitment to contain 
Soviet “adventurism” anywhere. 

Any attempt now made to improve the 
prospects of North -South accommodation 
which place primary emphasis on contain- 
ment of the Soviet Union as the overriding 
objective of U.S. policy in the Third World 
will be doomed to failure." 

Thus warns a study by a panel of experts at 
the Washington-based Overseas Develop- 
ment Council. Entitled "U.S. Foreign Policy 
and the Third World Agenda 1 982 , ’ ' the study 
is the latest in the council’s series of annual 
assessments of American policy toward 
developing nations. 

As it is, the study notes. U.S. foreign policy 
is now governed by the new orthodoxy. Its 
proponents hold that, "the decline of Ameri- 
can power must be reversed ... it is the power 
that the new administration must rebuild; it is 
power politics that is the name of the game of 
nations.” 

The study elaborates; According to its 
proponents. American power has grown 
dangerously weak at a time when the Soviet 
Union has expanded its military strength and 
capabilities at a steady rate. Moreover, Rus- 
sia has broken the ground rules implicit in 
detente by attempting (through its own 
actions or those of its proxies) to spread its 
influence and involvement in various strateg- 
ically important parts of the developing 
world. 

The new orthodoxy advocates thus main- 
tain that the main focus of U.S. foreign policy 
should be on restoring American military 
strength and combatting Soviet influence in 
developing countries by a variety of means. 
This could range from military assistance to 
the forging of specific bilateral economic and 
political relationships with the Third World. 
Other issues — whether economic, political 
or ethical — must take second place. 

But this is not the case, the study insists. "It 
might indeed be convenient if these secon- 
dary issues could at least temporarily be given 
lower priority.” it says. 

It adds: "Economic and political relation- 
ships between the industrial and developing 
countries are undergoing a series of funda- 
mental changes that will greatly strengthen 
the importance of the Third World and will 
increasingly narrow the range of policy 


choices. A realistic and effective American 
policy cannot continue to consider the 
developing countries solely in an East- West 
framework or to judge them as irrelevant to 
major U.S. interests.'' 

The study cites a number of factors that 
underline the Third World’s growing impor- 
tance in the international arena. For one 
thing, the economic importance of develop- 
ing countries to the United States is already 
considerable and increasing. These countries 
as a group have become a major market for 
U.S. exports. 

Their active participation in the world 
economy has reached a point where, accord- 
ing to the World Bank, their growth rates 
now significantly affect economic growth in 
the industrial North. In fact, many competent 
observers in the developed countries have 
concluded that economic progress in the 
Third World is likely to be a major part of the 
“engine of growth" for all countries. They 
likened it to the rebuilding of Europe in the 
1950s and the 1960s, which provided the 
impetus for the remarkable economic growth 
of the world economy in the postwar years. 

In politics, developing nations have also 
become increasingly important to the United 
States. A number of Third World countries 
are now being viewed as influential — at pre- 
sent or potentially — in assuring regional sta- 
bility. 

The Reagan administration still persists in 
giving low priority to U.S. relations with 
developing countries, the study says. “The 
foreign policy still does not reflect adequate 
recognition of the emergence of developing 
countries as important participants in the 
international arena.” 

“The longer the disparity continues,” it 
warns, “the more opportunities will be mis- 
sed, the higher the costs will be to the U.S.. 
and the greater will be the risk of perma- 
nently losing the leadership role the U.S. has 
played for so long in international develop- 
ment cooperation.” 

Instead of the new orthodoxy, the study 
suggests that the U.S. must "address its inter- 
ests and objectives in the Third World per se” 
and not simply those American interests 
"vis-a-vis the Soviet Union and the Western 
alliance that are influenced by events in the 
Third World." 

It cites an observation of former U.S. 
Defense Secretary Robert McNamara, now 
council president, that in a rapidly changing 
international setting, military power alone is 
inadequate to guarantee U.S. security. Thus, 
the urgent need for the U.S. to give serious 
attention to alternative foreign policy 
instruments in the political and economic 
spheres like trade, food, security and .aid.

British palace security failure seen 


LONDON, July 13 (R) — A man who 
broke into Queen Elizabeth's Buckingham 
Palace bedroom sat on her bed dripping 
blood and clutching a broken glass ashtray in 
his hand, a British newspaper said Tuesday. 

The queen was unharmed in last week's 
incident and the man was detained, but the 
case of the palace prowler who clambered up 
a drain pipe into the royal bedchamber has 
caused a security row and protection at the 
queen's official * residence has been 
increased. 

The Daily Express, which first broke the 
news of the break-in Monday, said Tuesday 
the queen woke to see a man in dirty T-shirt 
and jeans sitting on her bed with blood drip- 
ping from his hand and bolding the jagged 
ashtry. 

She lay perfectly still and spoke to him 


calmly for 10 minutes until, under the pretext 
of getting him a cigarette, she summoned a 
footman who detained him, the Express said. 

Home Secretary (Interior Minister) Wil- 
liam Whitelaw confirmed in parliament 
Monday that the break-in had taken place. 
But apart from admitting that there had been 
a “ most serious failure in security arrange- 
ments" and praising the queen’s brlvery, he 
gave no details of the incident in a first floor 
bedroom of the palace. 

Another British newspaper said Tuesday 
ttae intruder bad made at least 12 previous 
illegal night-time visits to the palace. The 
mass-circulation Sun said it had interviewed 
the intruder's family and was told by bis 
father he was a " royal fanatic" who would not 
have harmed the queen. 

It said he used to leave his wife in bed with 
rhp words: *Tm going to see ray girlfriend .. 


Eizabetfa Regina" (queen). And it quuted his 
father as describing his son as ” a royal fanatic 
... he would not barm a hair on her head. He is 
no revolutionary.” 

The newspaper did not name the roan or 
his family. A junior government minister has 
said the man alleged to have broken into the 
palace on Friday was the same man who was 
charged on Saturday with another break-in 
there a month ago. The man charged for the 
earlier offence was Michael Fagan, a 30- 
year-old unemployed man. 

The Daily Mail said the bedchamber 
break-in occurred while an extensive alarm 
system was supposed to be in operation 
around the palace and 21 policemen were on 
duty inside and outside the building ‘not to 
mention the soldiers mounting formal 
guard.”

Leftists storm 3 hamlets 

Salvador fears new offensive 


SAN SALVADOR, July 13 (R) — Left- 
wing guerrillas have stormed three hamlets in 
northern El Salvador and boosted their 
forces in the east in what military sources said 
could herald a fresh rebel offensive. 

The sources said that the leftists Monday 
occupied Ojos de Agua, El Carrizal and Las 
Vuelta, near the border with Honduras. Con- 
centrations of guerrillas were reported 65 
kilometers east of the capital, and near the 
provincial capital of San Vicente, the 
insurgents imposed their own “curfew." 

Military sources said the guerrillas banned 
all traffic from around the town of San Laz- 
aro. near San Vicente and said curfew vio- 
lators would be shot. The sources said guerril- 
las. well-equipped with light to heavy 
weapons, had filtered into the San Vicente 
area over the past few days in operations 
which indicated they were planning a large- 
scale offensive. 

Last month, it took some 4,000 of El Sal- 
vador’s best troops to drive the leftists from 


the northern town of Perquin which they held 
for 18 days, the longest period they control- 
led a sizable town since Ei Salvador's Civil 
War began in 1 979. 

The government of El Salvador, a country 
almost entirely dependent on American aid. 
has called for increased military aid from the 
United States to crush the leftists. 

El Salvador’s human rights commission 
said Monday that 2,444 civilians had been 
assassinated between January and May this 
year, while 2,448 persons had “disap- 
peared." 

In a two-page advertisement in the evening 
newspaper El Mundo, the commission 
accused the government of failing to investi- 
gate the killings and kidnappings. 

The U.S. Congress had tied continued aid 
to a certification by President Reagan, due to 
be made by July that El Salvadors govern- 
ment is making progress on human rights an d 
a land reform program which has been partly 
suspended by the rightist-controlled Con- 
stituent Assembly here. 


SAN FRANCISCO. July 13 (R) - The 
U.S. Justice Department has dropped 
charges against a Japanese technician 
arrested in connection with an alleged con- 
spiracy to obtain IBM computer secrets. Pro- 
secutor Joseph Rusoniello has said. 

The technician. Totnizoh Kimura, of the 
Japanese Mitsubishi electronics firm, and 13 
others were arrested in California last month 
on various charges after a seven-mor.tii 
police investigation, which included setting 
up a bogus company. U.S. warrants were aho 
issued for 1 2 businessmen living in Japan. 

Representatives of Mitsubishi and another 
Japanese firm. Hitachi, were alleged in police 
affidavits to have conspired to obtain trade 
secrets from International Business 
Machines (IBM), the U.S. computer giant. 

Kimura was arrested at San Francisco Air- 
port on June 22 and charged with trying to 
export items without a license. He was later 
released on bail of 5200,000. 

Russoniello told reporters Monday he had 
asked that the charges against Kimura be 
dropped — the first time in the case this has 
happened — after he had concluded the evi- 
dence against the Japanese was not sufficient 
to support an indictment. 

The magistrate ordered that Kimura's 
passport and airline ticket be returned to him 
and that he be released from bail.

MANAGUA. Nicaragua, July 1 3 ( AP) — 
The government has extended' its state of 
emergency for another 30 days, saying it must 
continue the 5 -mo nth -old suspension of most 
civil rights because of what it described as 
"counterrevolutionary activity." 


Under an emergency decree, political 
assemblies are banned, and the Nicaraguan 
press is strictly censored. 

A statement issued Monday by the Sandin- 
ist junta said the suspension was prompted by 
“a whole series of activities carried out 
abroad by chieftians of the counterrevolu- 
tion, aimed at destablizing Nicaragua, and 
which form part of an integrated plan 
designed and executed by the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency.” 


KUALA LUMPUR. July 13 (R) — 
Malaysia's minister for culture, youth and 
sports, Datuk Mokfatar Has him, denied in the 
high court Tuesday that he killed a fellow 
politician in the run-up to general elections 
on April 22. If convicted, Datuk Mokhtar, 
40, would face a mandatory death sentence. 

He was accused with four other men of the 
murderof Datuk Muhammad Taha Talib, 55. 
speaker of the assembly in the southern state 
of Negri Semzilan. on April 14. 

Like Datuk Mokhtar, Datuk Taha, was a 
member of Malaysia's dominant political 
party, the United Malays National Organiza- 
tion (UMNO). He was found shot dead out- 
side his house in a village about. 110 kilomet- 
ers from Kuala Lumpur. 

The other four accused — businessmen 
Muhammad Nordin Johar. 33, and Aziz 
Tumpik, 53, village headman Rahmat SuJa- 
man. 54, and Aziz Abdullah. 65, a self- 
employed worker — alr-o pleaded Dot guilty. . 


ence after a three-day visit to Zambia, 
Muwanga repeated his government’s charges 
of Libyan support for the dissidents. 

Muwanga also appealed to Ugandan citi- 
zens living in Zambia not to connive with 
“people in Nairobi” whom be accused of 
plotting with Libya to destabilize the situa- 
tion in Uganda. 

The vice president added, however, that 
Uganda would continue diplomatic relations 
with Libya and that conflict over the dissi- 
dents would not prevent Uganda from 
attending the Organization of African Unity 
summit scheduled for Tripoli next mouth. • 

Also visiting Zambia is Egypt’s secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, Bucros Ghali, who 
has charged during his own African tour that 
Libya had engaged in subversion in Uganda, 
Sudan and Chad and was thus "not fit” to 
chair the OAU in 1 982-83. Egypt has said it 
will not attend the Tripoli summit "because it 
has no diplomatic relations with Libya.” 


MEXICO CITY, July 13 (AP) — About 
50 Mexican leftists sat in peacefully foi four 
hours at the Honduran Embassy in Mexico 
City Monday to protest alleged incursions by 
Honduran troops against leftist guerrillas in 
neighboring El Salvador, a spokesmarifor the 
group said. 

The unarmed protesters seized the 
embassy at 1 1 .p.m. and left at 3 p.m. Another 
75 leftists demonstrated in the street outside 
shouting slogans against the Honduran gov- 
ernment. 

Three patrol cars and a dozen policemeG 
on foot were deployed in the area, and spent 
their time redirecting traffic. 

Spokesman for the group said the “ action 
was undertaken to demand that the Hondu- 
ran government withdraw its invading troop' 
from Salvadoran territory." 

“We are trying to call upon the workers, 
students and intellectuals to express then 
repudiation and condemn the violation cl 
Salvadoran sovereignty" he said.

SYDNEY. July 13 (AP) — Federal police 
handcuffed four men during a brawl at Syd- 
ney airport Tuesday after Australian immig- 
ration officials refused entry to 40 illegal 
Afghan refugees. 

The flare-up occurred when the refugee*, 
who had arrived earlier Tuesday with forged 
travel documents, were being taken to the 
departure lounge to be deported. Airport 
officials said the refugees became agitated 
and resisted the move. 

Federal police said the brawl broke out 
when they attempted to keep the men under 
controL They wrestled four of the Afghans ‘.o 
the ground before handcuffing them. 

Because of the incident. Singapore Air- 
lines officials refused to allow the group or/.o 
a flight to Singapore on which they were 
scheduled to travel in the afternoon. 

“We did not have enough security back-up 
which would not have been fair to the other 
passengers,” an airlines spokesman said. 
“We were being asked to risk the safety and 
convenience of passengers as well as the air- 
craft." 

The refugees were taken to a migrant 
detention center. The airline expected to £y 
38 of the Afghans back to Singapore and 
Madras. India. Wednesday morning after 
arranging security of one man to six refugees 
on the flight. 

Immigration officials said a pregnant 
woman, who was about to deliver, and her 
husband would be allowed to stay is 
Australia until the baby was born. The three 
would then be deported. The woman was 
rushed to a hospital shortly after she gat c-fi 
the plane when it was feared she might have 
the baby early. 
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
